The  Committee  on  Communications  beg  leave  to  report,  that  since 
the  last  annual  Convocation  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  the 
following  States  have  been  received,  viz.  Maine,  Vermont,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts,  Connecticut.  Maryland,  Virginia,  Georgia,  Ken- 
tucky, and  Alabama.  Your  committee  find  nothing  in  them  which  re- 
quires the  particular  attention  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  except  in  the  pro- 
ceedings ot  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Kentucky  upon  the  subject  of  dissolv- 
ing the  General  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland,  recommending  the  several 
Grand  Chapters  to  take  under  their  recognizance  and  control  the  degree 
of  Select  Master. 

As  regards  the  dissolution  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  an  opinion 
has  already  been  expressed  by  this  Grand  Chapter,  at  its  fourth  annual 
convocation  at  Tarborough,  in  the  year  lb26,  which  your  committee 
deem  unnecessary  to  reiterate. 

Your  committee  further  report,  that  they  are  informed  and  believe, 
that  there  are  several  Councils  of  Select  Masters  in  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  working,  as  they  allege,  under  authority  granted  by  Comp. 
James  Cushman,  independent  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  a  Grand  Council, 
or  any  general  head.  They  are,  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  expe- 
dient that  the  degree  be  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter;, and,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 
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R' solved,  That  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  be 
requested  to  tak}  the  Select  Master's  degree  under  its  jurisdiction,  by  an 
amendment  of  the  Constitution,  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  authorize  and  com- 
pel the  conferring  the  same  as  a  degree  immediately  preceeding  that  of 
the  Royal  Arch.

The  Committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  present  sit- 
uation and  conduct  of  Zerubabel  Chapter,  No.  11,  Hertford,  report,  that 
they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  find  that  it  is  the  unan- 
imous desire  of  the  members  of  said  Chapter,  as  expressed  by  a  resolution 
ax  their  last  convocation,  to  change  the;  location  thereof  from  Hertford, 
Perquimons  county,  to  the  town  of  Edenton,  in  the  county  of  Chowan, 
alleging  their  inability  to  work  at  its  present  location,  as  but  few  of  its 
members  reside  in  or  near  the  said  town  of  Hertford.

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Your  committee  regret  to  see  such  gross  neglect  of  the  Constitution, 
Bye- Laws  and  Edicts  of  the  Giand  Charter,  88  has  been  shewn  by  the 
subordinate  Chapters  herein  reported  as  delinquent.  Could  they  attend 
the  annual  convocations  of  the  Grand  Chapter  onJy  by  their  pi  inoipal  of- 
ficers, or  by  pioxies,  n : embers  of  their  several  Chapters,  the  plea  of  busi- 
ness or  expense  of  traveling,  so  often  urged  by  delinquent  Chapters, 
might  carry  with  it  some  weight;  but  when  it  is  known  that  proxies  can 
be  readily  obtained  at  the  places  where  the  Grand  Chapter  is  held,  dis- 
posed to  attend  to  the  instructions  of  their  principals,  this  pretext  is 
worse  than  silent. neglect.

Your  committee  feel  much  gratified  at  the  disposition  manifested  on 
behalf  of  some  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  to  comply  with  the  requisi- 
tions of  their  Charters,  and  performed  their  duties  to  the  Grand  Chapter;

The  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  directing 
them  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  appointing  a  Grand  Lecturer,  to 
visit  the  subordinate  Chapters  in  this  State,  and  establish  aa  uniformity 
of  working  among  them,  have  had  the  same  under  advisement,  and  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report",  Your  committee  deem  it  of  the  ut- 
most importance  that  an  uniformity  of  working  should  be  established  in 
all  the  subordinate  Chapters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chap- 
ter. This  can  only  be  done  by  sending  some  competent  person  to  visit 
the  said  Chapters,  and  instruct  them  to  work  in  one  and  the  same  way. 
And  your  committee  are  further  of  opinion,  that,  from  the  present  languid 
and  inoperative  state  of  some  of  the  subordinate  chapters,  it  is  indispens- 
ably necessary  that  something  should  be  done,  or  they  must  cease  to  exist. 
Your  committee  regret  to  say  that  they  believe  some  of  the  Subordinate 
Chapters  have  not  had  a  convocation  or  done  any  work  since  tbeir  char- 
ters were  granted.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  following 
resolutions  for  adoption:

The  above  information  is  obtained  from  a  statement  in  the  4  Tree 
Press,'1  a  newspaper  published  in  Tarboro'  on  June  25,  1830,  and  is  all 
the  information,  that  can  be  procured,  relating  to  this  convocation.  The 
Proceedings  of  this  convocation,  it  appears,  were  never  published.  The 
original  Proceedings  were  at  one  time  in  the  possession  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  subsequent  to  its  reorganization  in  1847,  but  cannot  now  be 
found.    It  is  probable  that  they  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  1868. 

This  was  the  last  convocation  ever  held  by  this  Grand  Chapter.
